ouiiht  to  be  enctiurati'cd  :    Be  it  thereibre  enacted  by  the  Kiiie-'s 
Most  Excellent   Majesty,    by  and  with  tlu;  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Lcgi.sl.itive  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Trovince  of  Lower 
Canada,  constituted   and  assembled  by   virtue  of  and  under  the 
authority  of  an   Act  passed  in  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain, 
intituled.  '-An  Act  to  repeal  certain  parts  of  an  Act  passed  in  the 
fourteenth  year  of  His  Majesty's  lvei,i;u,  intituled,  ''An  Acf  for 
making  more  cffvctUKl  prormon  for  the  government  of  the  Fro- 
vince  of  Quebec  in  North  America:'  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  th;it  the  several  persons  who  now  are 
or  who  i'rom  time  to  time  may  become  Members  accordinsi'  to  the 
rules  and  rejiulatioas  of  the  said  Society,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
declared,  ordained  and  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic 
by  the  name  of  *'  The  Natural  History  Society  of  Montreal,"  and 
by  that  na>nc  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  ibr  ever 
hereafter  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  .same  name  be 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,   implead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,   and   to  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
Courts,  and  places  whatsoever,  and  may  have  a  common  seal  with 
powi'r  to  alter  and  chan,iie  the  same  at  their  pleasure  from  time 
to  time,  and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  enjoying 
any  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  any  goods, 
chattels,  or  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing  or  otherwise 
disposing  of  the  said  veal  or  personal  estate  or  any  part  tlicreof 
at  their  will  and  pleasure.     Provided  always,  that  the  clear  annual

And  hv  it  lurther  enacted  by  the  authority  aibresai<l.  that 
for  the  nianai:enient  of  the  affairs  ot  th(>  said  Corjioration,  there 
shall  be  annually  elected  by  separate  ballots,  by  the  Members  of 
the  said  Corporation,  and  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Members  present  at  the  S}iecial  and  Annual  Meeting  hereafter 
provided  tor,  the  tbllowiug  officers,  .1  President,  a  First  Vice- 
President,  a  Second  Vice-President,  a  Third  \'ice-President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Librarian  and  Cabinet-Keeper,  as  also  five  otiier  Members,  who 
together  with  tlie  Officers  hereinbefore  named,  shall  constitute 
and  form  the  Council  of  the  .said  Society  or  Corporation. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
the  said  Special  and  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  tlic  Council 
ot  the  said  Corporation,  shall  be  held  at  the  place  iu  which  the 
usual  meetings  of  the  said  Corporation  are  held,  on  the  eighteenth 
day  of  May  in  eacli  aud  every  year.  Provided  uhvays,  that  when- 
ever the  said  eighteenth  day  of  May  shall  happen  on  a  Sunday  or 
on  a  Holiday  or  Fete  d'Ohlig'ttion,  the  said  Annual  Meeting  shall 
take  place  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  the  said  month  of  May. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that,

pose, cither  at  the  said  Annual  and  Special  Moetin-'or  .it  the  one 
substituted  in  lieu  thcreoi;  ■-hall  constitute  a  loijal  ineetin-' ol' the 
said  Society,  and  be  competent  to  proceed  to  the  business  ol  such 
mectiuir. 

\'l.  And  he  it  liirtlier  enaeted  by  the  authority  ,il'ore>aid,  that 
the  s;iid  Society  or  Corporation  shall  consist  of  an  indeiinite  num- 
ber of  Ordinary.  Correspondim;  and  Honorary  Menihe'rs,  all  of 
whom  shall  he  chosen  by  balhn.  accordin;.;'  to  the  forms  and 
umler  the  restrictions  and  eonditious  hereinafter  proscribed,  which 
said  Or<lina;'y  Members  shall  pay  and  oontributo  to  the  I'unds  ol 
the  said  Ctirporatiou,  sueh  annual  subscription,  as  may  irom  time 
to  time  bo  jmictcd  by  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Ke-uhitions  of 
the  said  Corporation;  the  said  CoiTospondin^  Members  shall  be 
those  who  reside  at  a  distance  from  the  City  ot  Montreal,  but 
who  shall  have  no  vote  at  any  of  the  meetin-s  ol'  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  any  of  the  otfices  thcrcol';  and 
the  said  Honorary  Members  shall  be  those  oidy  who  are  distin- 
ouished  and  celebrated  for  their  sciontilic  attainments,  and  shall 
onioy  all  the  privileiios  now  enjoyed  by  the  Ordiiuiry  Members, 
except  in  so  I'ar  as  resjjocts  the  ri-ht  of  voting  for  the  election  of 
the  Council  of  the  said  Corporation. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
all  propositions  for  the  election  of  new  Members  of  the  said  Cor- 
p.iratiou,  whether  Ordinary,  Corresponding  or  Honorary  Mtmibers, 
shall  be  made  in  writing  at  an  ordinary  meeting  of  the  said  So- 
ciety, by  a  Member  thereof,  and  seconded  in  writing  by  another 
Member  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  proposed,  together 
with  those  of  the  proposer  and  seconder,  shall  be  placed  in  some 
conspicuous  part  of  the  room  or  place  where  the  meetings  of  the 
said  Society  usually  are  held,  and  there  remain  till  the  next  ordi- 
nary meeting,  at  which  time  the  ballot  on  the  said  proposal  shall

And  \.ni  it  further  euaeied  by  tin  authority  afore-aid,  that 
the  said  Corporation  may  hold  Extraordinary  Meetiii<;s.  to  be 
called  and  summoned  in  sueli  manner  and  form  a'  >  lay  bi  ..n'recd 
upon  by  the  .Members  of  the  said  Corporation  provided  alv, ays, 
that  sucli  extiaordinaiy  meetint:s  ^ha'l  not  be  competent  to  proceed 
to  tl.c  business  to  be  submitted  to  the  said  uniCtinu.  unless  twelve 
Members  thereof  are  present. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
the  said  Society  shall,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  liereafter  have 
power  to  make,  constitute.  (U'daiu,  and  establish  sucli  By-jjaws, 
Rules  and  Regulations  as  they  shall  judge  proper  for  the  mode  of 
election  of  tlieir  Council ;  for  prescribiug  their  fuuctions  and  the 
mode  of  dischargiuji'  tlie  same ;  (or  tlie  admission  of  New  Mem- 
bers ;  for  the  irovcrnment  of  the  Ofiicers  and  Members  tliereof; 
for  collectinu'  and  a])pointing  the  time  of  payment  of  the  annual 
contributions  of  tlie  Ordinary  Members  to  the  funds  thereof;  for 
regulating  the  times  and  places',  and  mode  uf  summoniug  of  the 
ordinary  and  extraordinary  meetings  of  the  said  Society;  for  sus- 
pending or  expelling  such  Members  as  sliall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  ;  and  generally  for  the 
managing  or  directing  of  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
Society.     Provided  always,  that  such  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regu- 
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latioiis  shall  in  no  wise  b"  repugnant  to  tlio  Statutes,  Customs  or 
Lavvsol'  this  Province,  or  to  the  express  vcriuiremcuts  of  this  Act; 
And  provided  further,  that  sucli  By-Laws  shall  have  no  effect,  nor 
any  alterations  or  additions  be  n; -de  thereto,  unless  such 
By-Laws,  Bules  and  Ueuulations,  or  the  proposed  alterations 
and  additions  thereto,  shall  have  been  announced  and  read  at  a 
meetin-  ol'  the  said  Society,  at  least  four  weeks  previou.^y  to  their 
beint;-  submitted  for  the  adoption  thereof  by. the  said  Society,  at 
a  mcetinu'  at  which  at  least  twelve  Members  shall  be  present,  and 
unless  tlie  <ame  shall  be  adopted  at  such  lurther  nieetinu'  by  at 
least  three-fourths  of  the  Members  tlicn  present. 

XL  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
the  above  sp(>cilied  enactments  shall  be  lield  and  considered  as 
the  Constitution  of  the  said  Society  or  Corporation,  and  shall 
continue  after  the  passing-  of  this  Act  to  be  the  Constitution  thereof, 
and  that  no  addition  or  alteration  thereof  can  be  made  thereto, 
except  on  the  written  motion  of  three  Members  of  the  said  So- 
ciety, after  four  weeks  notice  thereof,  and  after  publication  of  tlic 
proposed  alterations  and  additions  in  at  least  two  of  the  news- 
papers publi.>hcd  in  the  said  City  of  Montreal  durin-  two  weeks, 
and  adopted  by  at  least  three-fourths  of  an  extraordinary  meeting 
called  by  public  notice  tor  that  purpose,  and  at  which  not  less 
than  twenty-einht  >hiubers  shall  be  present. 

XTL  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
or  person  administerinic  the  Govornment  of  the  Province  lor  the 
time  bein^-,  or  for  any  or  either  Branch  of  the  Provincial  Parlia- 
ment, from  time  to  time,  to  require  from  the  said  Socii'ty  or  from 
the  Council  thereof,  true  statements  under  oath  (which  oath  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer)  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  ot  the  said  Society,  and  of  the  real  and 
personal  estate  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  Society. 

XII L  And  be  it  iarther  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
that  nothing;  in  the  present  Act  contained  shall  effect  or  be  con- 
strued to  affect  in  any  matter  or  way  whatsoever  the  rights  of 
His  Majesty,  his  heirs  or  successors,  or  of  any  person  or  persons, 
or  of  any  body  politic  and  corporate,  such  only  excepted  ;is  are 
herein  mentioned. 
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XIV.  And  be  it  I'urther  cuackd  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
this  Act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  publie  Act,  and  as 
such  shall  be  judicially  taken  nr  Uce  of  by  all  Jud-es,  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  and  other  persons  wh:  tsoever,  without  bein-  specially 
pleaded.

,'^HP]liEAS,  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Montreal  have 
represented,  by  their  petition  ti)  tlie  Le-islaturc,  that  in- 
conveniences liave  arisen  from  certain  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
the  l^irliameiit  of  Lower  Canada,  Second  William  the  Fourth, 
chapter  sixty-five,  which  incdrporates  the  said  Society,  and  have 
prayed  that  tlie  said  Act  be  amended,  aad  it  is  ixpedient  to  grant 
their  prayer  :  Therefore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
eouseut  of  the  Let;islative  (N)uncil  and  Assembly  of  Canada, 
enact  as  follows  : 

1.  The  eleventh  section  of  the  said  Act  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  Xotwithstandinir  auytliini;'  in  the  said  Act  contained,  the 
quorum  of  seven  members  required  at  any  ordinary  meeting'  for 
the  transaction  oi'  the  usual  business  thereof,  shall  be  a  compe- 
tent (|Uorum  for  the  election  of  any  ordinary  members  of  the  said 
Society  ;  and  a  quorum  of  twelve  members  at  any  such  meeting- 
shall  be  a  competent  quorum  for  the  election  of  any  correspond- 
ing or  lionorary  members  of  such  Society. 

IJ.  Notwithstanding  anytliing  in  the  said  Act  contained,  the 
said  Society  shall  be  ca[)abh'  of  holding  personal  estate,  without 
limit  as  to  the  value  or  iticome  thereof;  and  also  of  ae  [uiring,  by 
gift,  devise  or  bequest,  if  made  at  least  six  months  befoi-e  the  death 
of  the  party  making  the  same,  any  real  estate  or  any  interest 
therein,  beyond  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  said  Act,  and  of  hold- 
ing tlie  same  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  five  years,  and  the  same 
or  any  portion  thereof,  or  interest  therein,  which  may  not  within 
the  said  period  have  been  alienated,  shall  revert  to  the  party  from 
whom  the  same  was  acquired,  his  heirs,  or  other  representatives. 
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[.  The  ?aid  Society  jihall  hiive  power  anJ  authority  to  make 
and  enforce  such  by-hiws,  rules  and  reiiuhitions  for  the  admission 
of  the  public  to  the  use  of  tlieir  Library  and  the  inspection  of  their 
Museum,  at  such  liours  and  ujion  sucli  terms  of  admission,  by 
p.iyment  of  fees  or  otherwise,  and  subject  to  such  restrictions  as 
to  them  shall  seem  meet,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to 
vary,  alter  or  amend,  as  shall  be  found  necessary  or  expedient. 

5.  This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  Act. 


The  followin^j  Act  for  amending'  the  charter  was  obtained 
during  the  Session  of  Parliament  which  closed  June,  1802. 

An  Act  further  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Na- 
tural History  Society  of  Montreal. 

WHEREAS,  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Montreal  have 
by  their  petition  prayed  that  the  Acts  hereinafter  mentioned 
constitutinp:  their  charter,  may  be  amended  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter set  forth  and  it  is  expedient  to  irrant  their  prayer  ;  There 
fore,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Canadn,  enact  as  follows: 

1.  The  tenth  section  of  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  the  late 
Province  of  Lower  Canada,  passed  in  the  second  year  of  the 
Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  William  the  Fourth,  chapter  sixty-five 
is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  The  said  Society  shall  from  time  to  time  for  ever  hereafter 
have  power  to  make  and  ordain  all  such  By-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  they  shall  judge  proper  for  prescribing  the  functions  of 
their  Council  and  Officers,  the  amount,  times  and  terms  of  pay- 
ment of  the  contributions  of  their  members  to  the  funds  thereof, 
the  mode  of  enforcement  of  such  By-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
whetlier  by  suspension  or  otherwise,  and  generally  for  the  due 
conduct  of  the  liusiness  and  aifairs  thereof;  and  to  repeal  and 
amend  the  same  :  and  by  such  By-laws,  rules  and  regulations  or 
by  any  repeal  or  amendment  thereof,  to  make  any  changes  which 
they  shall  deem  expedient  in  respect  to  the  requirements  of  the 
third,  fourth,  fifth,  seventh,  eigiith  and  ninth  sections  of  the  said 
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Act,  and  also  of  the  requirements  of  the  second  section  of  the 
Act  of  tlie  Parliament  of  this  Province  passed  in  the  twelfth  year 
of  Her  Majesty's  Ileij^n.  and  chit/itercd  one  hundred  and  eiuhteon 
as  touching  the  number  and  title-  of  their  Officers — the  number 
and  composition  of  their  Council  — the  time  of  the  holdinii;  of 
their  annual  and  other  meetings,  and  of  the  election  of  their  Offi- 
cers and  Council, — the  quorum  for  the  election  of  members  of 
whatever  class,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  descriptions  of 
business, — and  the  formalities  and  mode  of  election  of  members 
of  the  Society,  whether  ordinary,  correspondini;,  or  extraordinary; 
but  no  motion  for  the  repeal  or  amendment  of  any  such  By-laws, 
or  for  the  passing  of  any  By-law  in  respect  of  any  such  matters, 
shall  be  finally  put  to  the  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society,  un- 
less by  virtue  of  an  order  to  that  effect  made  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing of  the  Society,  whereof  due  and  sufficient  notice  shall  have 
been  given  to  the  members  of  the  Societ}' . 

3.  This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  Act,  and  shall  be  con- 
strued as  though  it  and  the  said  two  Acts  formed  together  one 
and  the  same  Act :  and  the  expression  '•  the  charter  of  the  Na- 
tural History  Society  of  Montreal,"  shall  be  to  all  intents  what- 
ever a  sufficient  citation  of  the  said  two  Acts  and  of  this  Act.

CHAPTEll  IL 

OF  OFFICERS, 
l.-t.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  when  in  tlie  chair,  to 
regulate  the  order  of  the  meeting,  to  inlbrm  the  Society  of  the 
proceedings  since  the  last  meeting,  to  cause  reports  and  commu- 
nications to  be  read,  and,  if  necessary,  the  latter  to  be  acknow- 
ledged, U)  receive  and  put  motions,  and  to  announce  to  the 
Society  wliatevir  he  may  thiidc  concerns  its  interest.  He 
shall  keep  order,  but  app";d  may  be  liad  from  his  decision  to 
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the  Society  itsel!'.  pvovitkHl  .^ucli  :in  appviil  b'- required  in  writing- 
by  five  mcuibtM>-.  The  President  shall  h;ive  only  one  vote,  and 
iu  the  event  of  an  equal  divisi  in  of  votes  on  any  question, 
such  question  shall  be  dei'erred  till  the  next  reirulir  meeting, 
and  if  then  the  votes  be  auain  equally  divided,  the  motion  on 
which  said  ([uestiou  may  have  been  made  shall  be  deemed  ne- 
gatived, and  shall  not  be  renewed  till  after  the  lap-e  of  six  months. 

II. — 111  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  \''ice-Presi- 
dents, — according  to  precedence, — shall  preside,  and  be  vested 
with  1.11  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  President  for  the  time 
being. 

III. — The  Correspoudlng  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  Society,  read  all  communications  made  to  him 
relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  presiding  officer  acknowledge  all  donations. 

IV. — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  take  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Society  and  keep  a  record  nf  the  same  in  a  book 
which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Society  at  every  meeting.  He 
shall  announce  to  members  their  ekction  immediately  after  the 
same  shall  have  taken  place,  and  prepare  all  diplomas.  To  him 
shall  be  committed  the  charge  of  all  pipers  belonging  to  the  So- 
ciety. He  shall  read  the  reports  of  committees,  conduct  all  ballots 
and  elections  (under  the  direction  of  the  presiding  officer)  and 
give  notice  of  the  estraordiniry  meetings  of  the  Society,  at  least 
forty-eight  hours  previous  to  such  extraordinary  meeting.  He 
shall  als.)  notify  members  upon  their  election  to  office.  He  shall 
enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  puri)0se,  all  donatie>ns  to  the 
Cabinet  and  Library  under  separate  heads,  showing  the  date, 
the  nature  of  the  donation,  and  the  name  of  the  donor,  wliich 
book  .shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  at  ev^ry  meeting  of  the  Society. 

V. — A  Secretary,  if  necessarily  absent  from  any  meeting  shall 
depute  another  member  to  fill  his  place  at  such  meeting,  and 
shall  transmit  to  the  presitlinir  officer  the  minute  book  of  the  So- 
ciety, together  with  such  documents  and  [lapers,  as  he  may  have 
received  since  the  previous  nieetini::  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Society. 

VI.— Tlie  Treasurer  shall  have  (diarge  of  all  tlie  moneys  be- 
lon<nn"'  to  tPie  Society,  shall  collect  all   the  contributions,  foes,

fiuos,  &c.,  out  of  which  he  sliall  pay  ;ill  accounts  which  sluill  liavo 
been  approved  by  tlio  Council,  and  keep  a  I'e^ubir  account  of  the 
income  and  expenditure  i)f  the  Society,  which  account  shall  be 
laid  on  tlie  table  i'or  the  inspection  of  members  at  the  ordinary 
meetings  of  the  Society.  He  shall  exhibit  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  meeting,  a  general 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  .'It  the  same  time  report  all  members  who  may  have  ne- 
glected to  p!iy  their  contributions  or  lines. 

VXl. — The  Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  have  charge  of 
the  Library  and  Cabinet,  and  sh;ill  be  accountable  to  the  Society 
for  all  books  and  specimens  therein  ;  of  which  books  and  speci- 
mens separate  catalogues  shall  be  kept. 

VIIL — The  respective  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  nine  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  shall  be  separately  elected  in  the  following 
manner: — Each  member  present  having  written  the  name  of 
the  member  he  may  select  lor  any  particular  office,  shall  place 
the  paper,  folded  and  witiiout  signature,  in  the  ballot  box,  the

— The  officers  shall  comprise  President,  nine  Vice-Presi- 
dents, nine  Councillors,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Se- 
cretary and  Treasurer,  with  power  to  appoint  Sub-committees 
for  the  supervision  of  the  various  departments.

OF    THE   COUNCIL. 

1. — The  Council  of  tlie  Society,  or  Corporation,  as  constituted 
by  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  shall  have  the  sole  management  of 
all  and  every  the  real  and  moveable  property  which  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  acquired  by  the  Society,  and  siiall  have  power  to 
authorize  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Society  for  tlie  time  being,  to  grant  a  lease  or  leases  of  all  or 
any  of  the  houses,  buildings,  or  premises,  of  or  belonging  to  the 
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Society,  fov  such  tcvni  of  yo;irs  and  for  sneli  rent  or  sum  n\'  nio- 
noy  as  to  tlu^  siiil  riniucil  slmll  appear  just  au'l  reasoiial)l(>  and 
most  fov  the  intoivsts  of  tin-  socit  ty  ;  aiifl  sliall  also  from  tiuio  to 
tinio.  wln'ii  reijuisit''.  barixain  and  contract  for  and  have  power  to 
authorize  the  Presideut  or  presidi  I'j,-  oificcr  for  the  time  bcinix  of 
the  Society,  to  accept  a  deeil  of  saU;  or  lease  of  all  such  houses, 
buildiniis  or  premises  as  may  be  requisite  ami  necessary  for  the 
prosi^cutioii  of  the  objects  of  the  society,  upon  such  terms  ;ii)d  con- 
ditions, anil  in  the  case  of  a  derd  of  lease  lor  such  period  as  the 
('ouneil  in  tln'ir  di.-eretion  shall  see  tit. 

XI. — The  Cnuncil  shall  conduct  all  the  business  of  the  Society, 
rcportinu'  its  proceedinii'S  at  each  ordinary  meeting-  for  approval. 
The  Couneil  ^hall  liave  the  direction  of  the  Cabinet,  and  shall 
cause  the  -I'eeimens  to  be  properly  classed,  arranu'ed  and  labelled. 
It  may  purchase,  or  make  agreement  for  the  purcha.-e  or  exchange 
of  specimens. 


CHAPTFJl   TV. 

OF    CO.M.MITTEES. 

1, — At  the  annual  meetin;.^,  or  meeting'  in  lieu  thereof,  and  im- 
mediately alter  the  election  of  the  Council,  there  sliall  be  elected 
bv  ballot  live  members  who  shall  have  the  superinti.'udeuce  of  the 
Librarv  and  to  be  called  the  Library  Committee.      It  shall  be  the 
duty  oi' this  Committee,  of  whom  three  shall  form  a  (|Uorum.  to 
direct  the  purchase  of  such  books  as  may  in  its  discretion  be  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Society,  (provided  the  price 
of  any  one  work  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  in  which 
case  reference  must  be  had  to  the  Society,  and  provided  also  that 
th»:  sum   to  be  expended  for  books  do  not  exceed  tho  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  Society  or  Council.)      The  Library  Committee 
shall  report  to  the  Couneil  all  purchases  of  books  at  a  meeting  of 
Council  preceding  the  next  ordinary  meeting  of  the  society.     It 
shall  f  )rm  a  catalogue  of  the  Library  to  be  left  with  the  Librarian. 
It.-^hall  decide  what  books   may   or  may  not  be  taken  out  of  the 
Library.     A  general  report  of  the  state  of  the  Library  shall  be 
prepared  by  this  Committee,  and  be  laid  before  the  Society  at 
the  ordinary  meeting  in  April. 


n. — At  till'  (inliiiury  incutinu'  in  l\l;irc!i  there  sliall  bo  olectod  by 
ballot  three  members  of  Council  toi'nrni  a  Ciiniuiittt'o  of  Finance. 
This  Committee  shall  examine  th<'  Treasurer's  accounts,  and 
reiiort  thereon  at  the  annual  ineelinu  ol'  the  Hociety,  and  shall 
at  the  sanu;  time  submit  a  clear  statement  of  the  income  and 
expenditure  ot  the  Society  i'or  the  pa>t  year. 

III. — Whenever  a  Committee  olthe  Society  shall  be  appointed, 
such  Committee  shall  have  tli<'  use  itl  the  Society's  room  as  a 
plaee  oi'  meetinL:',  i)riiviiled  that  thi-  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  have 
due  notice  of  the  timi'  of -ucth  Muetin.;-, 

IV.  —  Thr  Soeietv  at  il.^  annual  meeting  and  if  nut  thea  at  its 
October  meeting  in  each  year  sliall  a;iK)int  a  Committee,  not 
exceeding-  five  members.  Such  Comnjittee  shall  be  named  the 
'  Ljecture  Committee,"  and  is  u>  maturt!  all  the  arrangements  for 
the  annual  course  of  .^ommerville  l.ecturesand  such  other  lectures 
as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Soeiety,  as  w.il  ;i.^  the  ;innu  il  Con- 
versazione, and  to  report  at  each  meeting  o\'  thv  Society  thiough- 
out  the  winter.  The  President  and  the  Recording  Secretary 
shall  be  ix-i>Jfi''ii>  member-  of  the  Lietnre  Committee.
